The weeks of active geomagnetic conditions continue and seem to 
stretch into months. This week was no exception. The average 
planetary A index was 20.7, and the week before was 23.7. One day 
was quiet, May 4, when the planetary A index was only 7. The worst 
days this week were May 1 when the A index was 40 and May 7 when it 


was 36. 


These were the worst days for HF operators, but probably not if you 
like 6-meters. John Reynolds, N7QF reported from Utah that on May 1 
he had a good sporadic-E opening into Oklahoma and Texas. He didn't 
say, but I assume this was on 6-meters. The distance was about 850 
miles, and he said most of the people he worked were using 100 watts 
and a 3 element Yagi. 


April 30, the day prior, had Jon Jones, NOJK working Argentina on 
6-meters from Kansas with E and F2 layer propagation. He says he 
also worked TI5KD with double-hop E-skip. 


Solar flux and sunspot numbers were down this week. Average sunspot 
numbers were down nearly 40 points from the previous week and 
average solar flux was down over 10 points. Solar flux and sunspot 
numbers have been declining again. Solar flux will probably go below 
100 over the weekend. Solar flux was below 100 only one day in the 
past month on April 17, but it dipped just one point below to 99. 


Predicted solar flux for Friday, May 9 to Monday, May 12 is 95, 95, 
100 and 100. The latest forecast shows the planetary A index not 
going below 20 until May 16. The earth is currently inside a solar 
wind stream, as it often has been for past months. An interplanetary 
shock wave, probably from a coronal mass hit earth at 0500z today, 
May 9, and should keep conditions active. 


Nearly ten years ago Scott Craig, WA4TTK released a freeware program 
for plotting the solar numbers from this bulletin. He calls it the 
Solar Data Plotting Utility, and it has been improved over the 
years. The current version runs in Windows and can automatically 
retrieve data, either from this bulletin, or via FTP from the ARRL. 
Scott has just posted a new updated data file that has daily solar 
flux and sunspot numbers from January 1, 1989 through April 30, 
2003. You can download Scott's software from 
http://www.craigcentral.com . 


Another great resource is the NOAA Space Environment Center's 
Preliminary Report and forecast, which comes out weekly. It used to 
be published on paper and mailed, but you can look at it in PDF form 
at the SEC NOAA we site at, 

http: //www.sec.noaa.gov/weekly/index.html . 


The current issue, published May 6, has some tables showing 
predicted solar flux and sunspot numbers until the end of 2007, and 
smoothed numbers back to January 1998. It looks like currently we 
have solar activity around the same level as it was about 5 years 
ago. Of course a big difference is that back then the solar activity 


was increasing, and now it is on the decline. The chart seems to 
suggest that in 14 months the sunspot count will be about half what 
it is now, and it drops to one fourth about 2 years and one month 
from now. 


For more information on propagation and an explanation of the 
numbers used in this bulletin see the Propagation page on the ARRL 
Web site at http://www.arrl.org/tis/info/propagation.html . 


Sunspot numbers for May 1 through 7 were 171, 175, 134, 172, 144, 
117, and 109, with a mean of 146. 10.7 cm flux was 148.7, 156.5, 
147.7, 142, 128.8, 122, and 110.2 with a mean of 136.6. Estimated 
planetary A indices were 40, 17, 10, 7, 12, 23, and 36, with a mean 
of 20.7.

Gee Wiskers, 


I almost hate to respond to this one, I was kind of thinking of a few 
lines on the subject for a filler or two in a future QRP Quarterly. 


If there is one thing more difficult than getting a kit finished, it is 

finding a case to fit it into. Why is it that the pcb never seems to fit 
into a standard case? Well, I never seem to have quite the right one in 

the basement warehouse. 


I and a few other Maryland MilliWatters, I won't mention any names, have 
been known to collect various Die Cast Boxes for future Projects. We 
rarely find one that fits quite right, but that does not deter us from 
purchasing more of the same at any opportunity. :%} 


I even have a few that have been re-cycled and/or repaired by various 
methods. 


There a few individuals on this list who I would definately recommend as 
Experts on Case Design and Construction. Jim Jones, KD7S would definately 
be one of them. I might add that there is one in OK who does a fantistic 


job with a bit of wood. Call escapes me at the moment. His work has 
appeared on the Cover of QQ in the past. 


I also recommend checking some of the various club websites. Start at 
<http://www.qrparci.org> for some links to many of them. Be sure to look 
at NOGA QRP Club and NJ-QRP Club. They have a lot of Great, Not just 
Good, QRP Stuff to Build and buy as kits. 


After all, you gotta have something to put into those little metal tins... 


I was just thinking, I have not had a need to make a case in several 
years. Why? Because I have not had time to "Melt Solder or Burn Fingers" 
in a few years at least. 


I just ordered one of those "Tenna Dippers" Whatever it is? No Matter, If 
KD1JV has his name on it, It will be good. Heck, I have a few of his very 

early kits that are still in their origional packaging. I am saving them 

for my real retirement. :% 


I have heard/read several interesting ideas recently for Case Projects. 
Now I will try to remember my thoughts as I read the past few Digests. 


Some one mentioned PCB Cases. Years ago, in another life, I actually made 
a few of those myself. If you have not made a case from PCB scrap, you 
should strongly consider starting there. Even if only for the experience. 


There are a few things that might be helpful to know ahead of time. 


First, you must use material that is properly cleaned if you want good 
results. 


The thickness of the material is sometimes relative, but not so much on 
small cases. Thick material is quite a bit heavier, but is excellent for 
large projects. 


Previously used materials can also be used to make a very interesting 
case. I have re-cycled many a pcb in my time and have used many for other 
projects. An Example was a Fairly Large Case that i made to house a 12" 
Monitor Project for use with my Timex Sinclair ZX-81 and Homebrew 
Keyboard. It may still be hiding in my Archive/Museum Room in the 
basement. I just got a new little Digital Camera to play with, maybe I 
will find time to try it out on some of my collectors stuff. 


Anyway, the case was made out of lots of almost new, unused pcb material. 
It was actually a very large quantity of approximately 12" X 16-18" 
material which was plated and drilled with a million holes. It was 
actually the PCB for a Commercial Modem as I recall. A major manufacturer, 


which will remain nameless, had some business problems related to illegal 
use of software and was forced out of business. I was fortunate to receive 
a very large carton of the pcb's. We used them for everything, including 
Targets for the .22 Handguns. Yet another story :“% 


So how do they fit into a case? For the Monitor Case, I first made a 
cardboard template to fit the front of the CRT. Something like the Front 
mask on a T.V. Set, I think I used four or five pieces to create that very 
important part. Hey, the hole had to be just right and sanded smooth as 
well. Now, I would have used Aluminum Flashing with Contact Cement to 
cover it and make it pretty. Hey, this was a practical case, not a thing 
of beauty? O.K. It came out pretty good in the end, but it was a lot of 
work. Having the face was the hard part, the rest was just making a box 
of the correct size to hold the guts of the monitor as well as the CRT. 
Oh yes, and the Large 12 Volt Gel Cell. Did i mention that this was 
planned to be Luggable? Note I did not say portable. :%}? 


Next, I needed a Frame of sorts to put this stack of PCB's onto. I 
considered just soldering the edges together like many of the earlier 
small boxes, but this was larger and held more weight plus the pcb 
material was not only ventilated profusely, it was also the thinner 1/16" 
stuff. What to do? I decided that a Wooden frame would work nicely. I 
drew several sketches before deciding on the final design. I did not have 
any power tools save for a sabre saw (SEARS) and an electric drill (Old 
B&D) plus a bunch of files and grinding thingies, Yes, a Dremel kit. 


I decided that 1/2 by 3/4 pine trim would be easiy to work with and fairly 
light as well. I made a frame, not unlike building a house wall, and then 
drilled the pcb at various spaced points about 1/4 to 3/8 inches in from 
the edge and using appropriate wire brads and or Linoleum nails, I 
proceeded to secure the pcb to the wooden frame. Once the base and top 
were made, it was just a matter of framing up the sides, front and back 
and joining them all together. Using a planned overlap on the corners. 


I can't recall now if I used the Brass Angle stock for the edges or not. 
The hobby shop has a wonderful but farily expensive assortment of brass of 
all sorts for projects like these. 


I have since found that Aluminum Duct Tape (Airconditioning/steam fitters) 
use this type. It is real aluminum with good adhesive. It is fairly thin, 
so you can do lots of tricks with it. Put a bit of wax paper over the 
adhesive and you can burnish it of model it rather like copper foil. 
Embossing it and shaping if you want something of a rounded corner. 


In the event that you want electrical bonding of the sides of the case, 
You will need some good flux and solder plus a good heat source. Big 
Irons and Guns seem to be a bit rare these days. Back then I had a 250 
Watt Weller with a big tip that would do wonders to a pcb case edge. 


I also had access to some "Big Bertha Irons & Black Beauties" Ma Bell was 
very good to me back then. :%% She also provided free solder, old lead 
splicing sleeves, #16 Tinned Bus wire, black tape, and all manner of 
hardware. Gee I miss that Grand Ol Gal. :4} 


You know, I am just thinking I know just where to find my Dad's ol 
sloberin Iron. No, not one of those fancy electrics, this was a real mans 
iron, Heat her up on a Kerosene Torch or the Kitchen Gas Stove. Gotta work 
quick, if you let her get too cold you have to wait a real long time to do 
the next seam. Pretty soon you learn to do it with out gettin burnt or 
setting the house afire. :‘% 


0.K. I think that pretty much covers the big box. Got some nice clean 
double sided pcb? How about a real nice power supply case? I needed a 
case for a 12 Volt Power Supply for my Ten-Tec Argonaut 509. You think I 
can afford to buy one of those ready made jobs? No way! I go to the Radio 
Shack Store and read up on Power Supplies. I find a pretty simple circuit 
and lay out the parts on a piece of pcb about 4 X 12 ? I happened to have 
a stack of precut pieces that I picked up at Gaithersburg Hamfest one year 
for $ 5.00, I could have gotten more, but the crate was all that I could 
manage to carry to the car at the time. I left a few hundred pounds for 
the next guy. 


After selecting several pieces that were nearly the seme size, I put a 
stack of them together and used two pieces of 2x4 as a vise around them. 
Just drill a couple of holes thru the two by fours and add some long 1/4" 
stove bolts washers and big wing nuts. Once all are bound together like a 
book, you can use variuos tools of torture on the edges. First the Mill 
Bastard, or maybe a wood rasp to get them fairly close, then use some 
emory paper glued to a block of wood to sand the edges smooth. Recently i 
found that I could cut a length of 1X4 just right and slip it into the 
center of a used 18" sanding belt. Yes, I recycle them too. They might not 
work well or at all on the belt sander, but they do fine for hand sanding. 


Getting the four to six panels all them same size is very imprtant to make 
a square box. You can also make up a wood block the exact size of the 
"INSIDE" of your project box. his is also very useful when you get to the 
assembly stage. You can place the panels on each side of the block and 
then use a piece of steel wire and a wooden dowel or stick to hold it 
together while you solder the seams. Use the dowel like a tourniquet to 
twist the wire eds and make the loop tight. 


If you are going to make fancy corners with Hobby Brass Angle stock, you 
will need to prepare the corners prior to physically assembling the box 
and/or applying the tourniquete. Use coarse steel wool to clean up the 
corner area and apply flux paste or liquid. tin the edges about 1/2 inch 
along the seams, then clean, flux and tin the inside edge of the angle 


brass, assenble the case ans apply the wire tourniquete. apply heat to the 
corner angle brass and add a small amount of solder as required. This will 
Sweat the seam. Let i cool and clean everything up, A soft wire brush on 
the drill will make it like Gold in a very sort amount of time. 


Very fine steel wool will really make it look like GOLD. Just be sure to 
get it Clean when done. Clean with soap and water,then Varsol or Paint 
Thiner. I usually use some old cotton socks over my hands at this point. 
White Cotton Inspection Gloves are the proper item of choice. If you get a 
Single Finger Print on the polished Copper pcb, It will stand out like a 
sore thumb when lacquered. After the polishing, clean the pcb with water 
and Dish detergent, followed by Alchol of mineral spirits, turpentine. Dry 
it with a soft cloth (Old Cotton Tee Shirt "Clean") then Get out that 
Krypton Spray Lacquer and give it a coulple of light coats. Several light 
coats is better, A Heavy coat equals runs! 


I mounted the power tranny on the under side of the bottom pcb with a 
1/2" X 3/4" wooden frame, under the pcb frame. The Bottom and top panels 
were secured with # 4 brass wood screws in appropriately sized holes. 


A Power Switch and Pilot lamp on the front panel and a Fuse Holder and a 
pair of way Binding Posts on the rear of the case. It makes a fairly 
spiffy case which has lots of room to spare in it and has lasted about 25 
years so far. Cost, Who knows. Whatever I paid for the various parts at 
Radio Shack, plus the pcb and nails. Those small brass screws for the top 
were part of the actual cost. I wanted to be able to take the cover off 
and put it back with ease. 


Guess that is about it for this episode of the never ending saga of 
homebrew at the hands of a Son of A Carpenter, also known as a Jack of All 
Trades and a Master of Some. (Never Say None :‘% 


O.K. just one last tid bit, Don't wanna build it? How about a really 
slick, nearly Altoids Size Case. This baby is really top of the line. 
It reminds me of those high dollar, fancy tool boxes that the Newspaper 
and TV Crews carry their Flukes and other high dollar toys in when they 
travel. Those Moulded Aluminum Cases with movable foam inserts, etc. 


I paid a whole $ 9.00 each for these critters at CompUSA this week. 
They are approximately 4-1/4" wide, by 2-7/8" deep and about 5/8" thick. 


Their intended purpose is to safely carry Two or Three CF (Compact Flash) 
Cards and One PCMCIA Adapter Card. They have a removable spacer. (Save it) 
I can't tell for sure if the case is aluminum and plastic or just plastic 
with aluminum paint on it. It looks real nice. It works great for its 

intended purpose, but I couldn't resist a couple of extras just in case I 


needed a real neat case for a project. Maybe KD1JV's Tenna Dipper? 

I guess i'll just have to wait and see what size it will be. 

Actually I think my Rock-Mite is going into one of these babies. Did I 
mention that you must have a case that is fitting for the project? That is 
not quite the same as a case that will hold a project. Would you put an 
HRO in a Wooden box? an Orange Crate covered with Aluminum Siding? Yes, 
That is YAD. (Yet Another Design). 


0.K. You know where you can buy it. The Company is Microtech.

Maybe some one can get a bulk price on them. without the guts.

Sounds like are you got a great deal at Target. 

I would recommend the NiCad/NiMh quick charger that Radio Shack 

sells for their 9.6V RC packs. I use one of these along with a couple 
of 

modified 9.6V RC NiMH packs for my FT-817 and they work like a charm. 
The packs wills charge in 2 to 4 hrs rather than the obligatory two 8hr 
charge cycles required using the internal charge capability in the 
Ft-817. 


I would suggest that if you have a peek at the article "Some Comments 
on 

Powering the Yaesu FT-817" in the April 01 QRP Quarterly as there is a 
good 

description of mods to these packs to add pico fuses inline and to sort 
out issues 

with the whimpy connectors that Yaesu uses for their internal NiCad 
packs.

The velocity factor is the ratio of the theoretical length of a half wave 
dipole at a give frequency to the actual length you need to use to make a 
practical half wave dipole at the same frequency. 


I have never personally worried about the velocity factor in any antennas 
that I have put up. Take a guess based on 468 / frequency in MHz, erring on 
the long side as you can fold back the excess, because it is more difficult 
to add extra wire! Put the antenna up and see where it tunes, then adjust 
the length accordingly.
